The full text of the speech of Senator Jo- 
sePH E. Brown, of Georgia, on the bill'to 
pension veterans of the. Mexican war; with- 
out reference to their having served:in the 
rebel Army, appears in the Congressional 
Record of June 16. It is interesting reading. 
The Georgia Senator is by no means what is 
generally regarded as an extreme South- 
erner. In 1868, he was a supporter of Gen. 
Grant for the Presidency. In. 1872, 
he «was prominent in the movement 
which proposed to bridge the ‘bloody 
chasm ” by the election of Mr. Greziey. 
Earlier, he had taken decided ground in his 
own State in favor of whatever 
terms the Congress of Union should 
offer to those who had been in rebellion, and 
he was subjected to some very severe criti- 
cism from his fellow-citizens for the advice

In the north-west corner of Massachusetts 


‘Mes the little town of South Adams. It is 


six miles from North Adams, and within 
few miles of Savoy, Florence, Petersburg, 
and, Venice, which latter village’ is locally 
called ‘‘ Veeniss.’’ The people of South 
Adams are of the hardy, industrious New- 
England type. © They fear neither work nor

Gradyally, as the night 
waned, the sick begun to growjbetter,and 
by morning-the pain had left their tortured 
stomachs, and, though the sufferers;showed 
signs of weakness, they were all pronounced 
to be out of danger. 
The cause. of thie sudden and unpre~ 
cedented epidemic'is as yet unknown. The 
doctors at first thought it was. the.result of 
evening: pie or. green’ spples, and frankly 
said so .to.the earlier patients whom’ they 
absurd to’ credit pie with an epidemic’ that 
had attacked four thousand people, many of 
them hardened to the use of the most violent 
and deadly pie...
